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Partial reprieve for 
Heol-y-Cyw school 


A VILLAGE school set for clo¬ 
sure next year has won a par¬ 
tial reprieve. 

Heol-y-Cyw Primary School was ear¬ 
marked to close its doors in September 
2011, with pupils transferring to the exist¬ 
ing Pencoed Primary School. 

However, the news triggered a cam¬ 
paign by villagers, governors and some 
parents who wanted to keep the school 
until a new primary, planned to replace 
both schools, can be built. 

In a last-minute change of heart, 
Bridgend’s cabinet has agreed to let Heol- 
y-Cyw stay open until August 2014 or 
until the completion of the new school if

that’s earlier. The original report that the 
cabinet was due to discuss at Tuesday’s 
meeting recommended that the school be 
given just a one-year stay of execution. 

But dramatic last-minute meetings held 
between cabinet members and school staff 
and governors resulted in the decision to 
keep it open longer. 

Children’s cabinet member Coun Alana 
Davies and the cabinet member for 
Resources, Coun Huw David, met staff 
and governors on Monday. 

Coun Davies said afterwards: “They 
asked us to look at the medium term. They 


asked us for three years and that is what 
we have agreed. If the position regarding 
the replacement school remains uncertain 
in three years, we will review the position 
at that time.” 

She said that there was an acceptance by 
many that, in the long run, the children of 
Heol-y-Cyw would benefit from the facil¬ 
ities that a new, state-of-the-art school 
planned for the area could provide. 

Under the new arrangement agreed by 
cabinet, Heol-y-Cyw School will come 
under the auspices of Pencoed Primary, 
with a single head teacher.

Pyle boxing coach is accused 
of sexually abusing youngster 


A YOUNG ama¬ 
teur boxer was 
sexually abused 
by his coach, it 
has been alleged 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The alleged victim 
decided that enough was 
enough and went to the 
police, said prosecutor 
Timothy Evans. 

Peter Nicholas Smith 
(44) of Pyle, has pleaded 
not guilty to three 
charges of indecent 
assault, not guilty to two 
sexual assaults, and not 
guilty to one of indecen¬ 
cy with a child. 

Mr Evans said that 
Smith, known as Nick, 
was a coach at Porthcawl 
Amateur Boxing Club. 

In September last 
year, the alleged victim 
went to the police and 
claimed that when 
younger, he had been 
abused when Smith was 
teaching him to box, the 
court was told. 

It is claimed that the 
first offence took place at 
Smith’s home and the 
alleged victim remem¬ 
bers crying. 

He also says he 
remembered Smith tak¬ 
ing a digital photograph 
of an indecent act and 
threatening that if he told 


anyone, he would show 
them the photograph. Mr 
Evans alleged one inci¬ 
dent occurred in Smith’s 
car. 

Mr Evans said that on 
one occasion in Smith’s 
car, the alleged victim hit 
the defendant and said: 
“Get the .... off me”. 


“That has a ring of 
truth about it,” said Mr 
Evans. The court heard 
that on one occasion 
when he was massaging 
the youth, he carried out 
a sexual assault. 

“That was the last 
time anything hap¬ 
pened,” added Mr Evans. 

He said the alleged 


victim had decided that 
the best thing to do to 
resolve the issue was to 
open up and say what 
had happened. 

Smith was arrested 
last November and when 
questioned, replied: “No 
comment.” 

The trial continues.

Rebecca: witnesses sought 


POLICE, investigating the 
death of 15-year-old Rebecca 
Aylward, are appealing for 
information about her move¬ 
ments on the day before her 
body was discovered. 

Her body was found in a wooded 
area just outside Aberkenfig at around 
9am on Sunday, October 24. A 16- 
year-old boy was later arrested and 
charged with her murder. 

Police say they are trying to piece 
together Rebecca’s movements on the 
day before her death. The last con¬ 
firmed sighting was in Sam Hill, 

Sam, at around 12.30pm on Saturday, 
October 23, when she was dropped 
off by relatives to visit a friend. 

She was reported missing by her 
mother in the evening when she failed 
to return home. 

Police would now like to speak to 
anyone who may have seen Rebecca 
in the Church Street area of Bridgend 
at around 1pm on Saturday, October 
23. 

A spokeswoman stated that they 
would particularly like to speak to 
two men seen walking a dog along 
the street from the direction of 


Bridgend Road, around 1pm and then 
walking back around 1.20pm. One of 
the men was wearing a light or 
cream-coloured hoody-type top. 

They would also like to speak to a 
man seen being dropped off from a 
car, possibly a Citroen Saxo or simi¬ 
lar vehicle, in Church Street at around 
lpm, or soon after - who was wear¬ 
ing a red coloured top. 

“We would like to stress that these 
men are in no way suspects, but may 
have information about Rebecca’s 
movements at around this time on the 
Saturday before her death,” said 
Detective Superintendent Paul Burke, 
senior investigating officer. 

“If you think you are one of these 
men, or you were in the area at 
around lpm on the Saturday, we 
would urge you to contact the inci¬ 
dent room in Bridgend on 01656 
679585. 

“You may have some valuable 
information that could help this 
investigation,” he added.

Valley first. This is a 
community-led project

The money is allocat¬ 
ed to Wales through a 
mathematical formula 
that has been in exis¬ 
tence since the 1970s. It 
is what the last govern¬ 
ment used and what is 
currently being used. 

There is a case to 
review the formula and I 
am sorry that action was¬ 
n’t taken over the last 13 
years. The current gov¬ 
ernment will do so as 
soon as is possible. 

Mrs Moon was also 
present when leading 
Labour MP, David 
Blunkett, highlighted the 
great financial deal for 
Wales in comparison to 
his area in Sheffield. 

Finally, these cuts 
have to be considered in 
the context of public 
debt.

CHAPTER one of 
Stan Stennett’s auto¬ 
biography Fully 
Booked begins: 

“/ was born on July 30, 
1925 in Ty Robert, a 
whitewashed stone-built 
farmhouse belonging to 
my grandparents. It was

For the next 286 
pages, the reader is trans¬ 
ported back in time to the 
days of the popular Black 
and White Minstrel tele¬ 
vision show, Crossroads, 
Coronation Street, the 
London Palladium, 
Welsh Rarebit and the 
twice-nightly variety 
shows and the artists who 
trod the boards from Max 
Bygraves, Des 

O’Connor, Arthur Askey, 
Morecambe and Wise, 
Bob Hope and many, 
many others. 

Stan’s show business 
aspirations began early 
on when watching Gene 
Autry’s cowboy films. 
He bought his first guitar 
from money earned by 
selling lumps of coke 
collected at Gowerton 
Steelworks. 

Time spent touring 
Europe with the 
Combined Services 
Entertainments Unit after 
the war proved invalu¬ 
able - as he honed his 
skills that would see him 
top the bill in theatres all 
over the country - though 
he could have ended up 
in a military prison after 
losing the lorry he was 
driving through Belgium! 

While topping the bill 
in pantomime and sum¬ 
mer shows, he began act-

ing and was one of the 
first to appear in both 
Coronation Street and 
Crossroads. 

Many other acting 
roles followed, but Stan 
continued his love of 
pantomime and 61 years 
after making his debut in 
Red Riding Hood at

Theatre, he is still pro¬ 
ducing and appearing in 
pantos as well as shows 
such as Bless Em All and 
Flying Solo. 

He writes: “When I 
used to go to Porthcawl 
as a kid on a Sunday 
School treat at Whitsun, I 
never thought that I 
would one day put on a 
big summer spectacular 
in the town.”

My proud boast is that 
I once trod the boards 
with Stan at St David’s 
Hall in Cardiff a few 
years ago.

Street fight only

POLICE are inves¬ 
tigating a fight 
involving a number 
of men on the main 
street of Cowbridge 
on Saturday.

MAN FACES 
JAIL FOR 
FIREARM 
OFFENCES

A 41-year-old 
Bridgend man faces 
the prospect of a 
long prison sen¬ 
tence for his 
involvement in a 
series of firearms 
offences in the 
town. 

Prosecutor Martin 
Kelly said that when the 
police went to the home 
of Mark Kelly in a flat in 
Bridgend, they found it 
was “fortified and 
alarmed”. 

“This was probably as 
a result of an earlier and 
unreported burglary,” 
added Mr Kelly. 

The defendant has 
pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
sessing a prohibited 
firearm, a Tokarev pistol, 
possessing bullet heads, 
and possessing ammuni¬ 
tion without a certificate. 
He had also admitted 
converting a pistol. 

Kelly has denied stor¬ 
ing explosives without a 
licence and possessing 
amphetamines with 
intent to supply. 

It was directed that 
these charges lie on the 
file. 

Andrew Huxtable, a 
police firearms expert, 
showed the court 50 
soft-nose bullet heads, 
designed to expand on 
impact, recovered from 


the flat, and 14 live 
Luger rounds of ammu¬ 
nition. 

Mr Kelly said that the 
minimum mandatory 
sentence for the 
offences, except in 
exceptional circum¬ 
stances, was five years 
and up to 10 years. 

His counsel Hugh 
Wallace said: “He realis¬ 
es it’s going to be a 
prison sentence.” 

Mr Kelly said that the 
police raided the flat on 
June 18. 

Inside, they found 
guns and ammunition 
and, he claimed, the nec¬ 
essary equipment to 
manufacture parts for 
weapons in order to 
recommission imported 
decommissioned 
weapons. 

An alarm was linked 
to the defendant’s 
mobile phone and when 
he went to the flat, he 
was arrested. 

He was carrying £669 
in cash. 

On his mobile phone, 
said Mr Kelly, were 
found photographs of 
cash and guns. 

Mr Kelly said that the 
defendant had been 
involved in serious 
crime.

Taxis in 
Bridgend 


A FREEDOM of information request to 
Bridgend County Borough Council sub¬ 
mitted by Coun David Unwin has 
revealed that there are 716 people in the 
borough with valid taxi licences. 

There are 373 taxis in the borough and 63 private 
hire vehicles. 

More than 120 complaints against taxi drivers 
were lodged by the public during the period April 1, 
2009 to March 31, 2010, but only 21 of these were 
substantiated and upheld. 

During this period, there were 17 disciplinary 
hearings held by the council’s licensing sub commit¬ 
tee. Also during this period, there was one assault 
upon a taxi driver reported to the council.

Before we ran 
this course, we noticed 
that some of the children 
that were coming into 
the youth centre were 
having trouble express¬ 
ing anger or suffered 
from issues of confi¬ 
dence. 

“The boxing sessions 
are proving to be really 
beneficial to these young 
people, providing them 
with a safe outlet to 
express volatile emo¬ 
tions and to gain confi¬ 
dence.” 

Paige added: “The 
boxing sessions have 
been really good for me. 
I can’t get enough and 
just want to do it ah the 
time.

The Welsh govern¬ 
ment (WAG) case at the 
inquiry had to show the 
CPOs (compulsory pur¬ 
chase orders) were nec¬ 
essary “in the public 
interest”. 

No wonder WAG and 
the MoD were uncom¬ 
fortable when it was 
clear then and is obvious 
now that the Defence 
College and the 
Aerospace Business Park 
were both political deci¬ 
sions. 

WAG admitted they 
had no business plan, 
nor private sector part¬ 
ner, nor funding for their 
speculative aerospace 
plans. 

The MoD had no sys¬ 
tematic assessment 
(including the strategic 
environmental assess¬ 
ment required by law) to 
show the St Athan 
choice was preferred for 
objective reasons, 
including environmental 
ones. 

Any ‘green’ claims 
were undermined 
because WAG refused to 
plan a rail station, 
despite the near-ideal

Now we’re starting a 
five-month review of 
military training, expect¬ 
ing St Athan to still have 
a role. Decisions could 
well be politically-based, 
under such a weak 
Minister. 

At least the new gov¬ 
ernment has ended the 
Blair-Brown commit¬ 
ment to PFI, which has 
blighted the modernisa¬ 
tion of forces’ training 
and plans for the St 
Athan base - as well as 
the whole community 
tor five years.

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Porthcawl students sample 
some fishy mashed potato 
on the Icelandic adventure! 



WHITTLING wood, 
baking bread on an 
open fire and going 
horseriding - these 
were just some of the 
outdoor lessons that 
staff and pupils from 
St John’s School, 
Porthcawl, were lucky 
enough to enjoy dur¬ 
ing their recent trip to 
Vatnsendaskoli, a 
school based just out¬ 
side the Icelandic cap¬ 
ital of Reykjavik, in 
Kopavogur. 

The 10 pupils and 
three members of staff 
travelled to Iceland as 
part of their ongoing 
Comenius project, which 
involves five countries - 
Turkey, Wales, Ireland, 
Iceland and Germany - 
all working together on 
the common theme of 
respect. 

Languages teacher, 
Mrs Caroline Sarll, was 
impressed with the 
Icelandic school’s com¬ 
mitment to the environ¬ 
ment 

: “The school places 
great emphasis on teach¬ 
ing its pupils about 
nature, and a big propor¬ 
tion of the lessons are 
held outside - even 
when it’s raining! 

“Luckily, we had fan¬ 
tastic weather when we 
were there and it was a 
wonderful opportunity 


for our pupils to take 
part in their outdoor cur¬ 
riculum. 

“They thoroughly 
enjoyed baking the 
bread, which was wound 
around the sticks they 
had whittled, before 
being held over the open 
fire. We all got to taste it 
when it was cooked and 
it was a real treat. 

“Our pupils were also 
intrigued by the outdoor 
art lesson, which 
involved creating pic¬ 
tures using items from 
the school’s rubbish 
bins. 

“It was amazing to 
see the pupils creating 
surrealist and naivist pic¬ 
tures out of materials we 
would usually just dis¬ 
card.” 

The group also visited 
some of Iceland’s most 


famous attractions, 
including the Blue 
Lagoon, the Geysir and 
Gullfoss, a powerful and 
very beautiful waterfall 
with glacial water. 

The pupils all stayed 
with host families and 
had the chance to experi¬ 
ence Icelandic life in full 
- including trying some 
of the country’s culinary 
delights. 

Mrs Sarll reported: 
“All of the host families 
were fantastic and were 
so hospitable. 

“Our pupils were 
taken on all sorts of trips 
and were treated to some 
fantastic experiences. 

“The only thing they 
were not so keen on was 
the dominance of fish on 
the menu. Although they 
all bravely tried most 
things, they weren’t too 


keen on the fishy 
mashed potato one 
lunchtime! 

“All pupils will be 
giving a presentation - 
including a short 
Icelandic lesson - to 
inform other pupils and 
staff. It is hoped that we 
will also be able to give 
a presentation to the 
community, based on all 
our partner countries, 
towards the end of the 
project in the summer”. 


The next phase of the 
project involves respect¬ 
ing the environment and 
all schools will be send¬ 
ing one another hand¬ 
made Christmas tree 
decorations, based on 
each individual country 
and crafted out of recy¬ 
cled materials. 

“These will be on dis¬ 
play in All Saints 
Church from the end of 
this month,” Mrs Sarll 
explained 


Three immigration 
‘offenders’ seized 
in take-away raid 


THREE immigration offend¬ 
ers from China have been 
found at a takeaway, following 
a raid by the UK Border 
Agency. 

Acting on intelligence, officers 
from the UK Border Agency went to 
Twin Dragons in Thompson Street, 
Barry, on Wednesday evening, 
October 20. 

After the immigration status of staff 
was checked, the Border Agency offi¬ 
cers found that a 19-year-old woman 
who was serving customers and a 38- 
year-old man working in the kitchen 
had no legal right to be employed in 
the UK. 

The officers carried out a search of 
accommodation attached to the take¬ 
away and found a third offender - a 
20-year-old man who was in the UK 
illegally. 

The woman was arrested and 
remains in immigration detention 
pending her removal from the UK. 

The two men were placed on immi¬ 
gration bail and must report weekly to 
a local police station while an out¬ 
standing immigration application is 


dealt with and while the UK Border 
Agency obtains emergency travel doc¬ 
uments necessary for deportation. 

Twin Dragons was served with a 
civil penalty notice for the two offend¬ 
ers who were seen working. 

If the employer fails to provide evi¬ 
dence that the correct right-to-work 
checks were carried out on the pair, a 
fine of up to £20,000 (£10,000 for 
each worker) will be imposed. 

Abigail Corbett, who heads the 
agency’s Cardiff local immigration 
team, said: 

“If people want to live and work in 
the UK, there are ways they can come 
here legitimately. 

“If they decide to flout the law, we 
will find them and remove them from 
the country. 

“We carry out frequent operations 
across south Wales and if someone is 
in the country illegally we will catch 
up with them. 

“Illegal working has a serious 
impact on communities, taking jobs 
from those who are genuinely allowed 
to work.”

Heol-y-Cyw school 
gets reprieve - will 
stay open until 2014 


(CONTINUED 
FROM PAGE 1) 

But the Heol-Y-Cyw 
children will remain in 
the village in their 
existing school. The 
change will come into 
effect from September 
next year. 

A full-scale consulta¬ 
tion on the future of the 
school took place dur¬ 
ing the past two months 
and six meetings were 
held with parents, staff, 
governors and the wider 
community. 

Cabinet heard that 
the majority of respons¬ 
es were against the pro¬ 
posal to close the 
school and many par¬ 
ents were concerned 
about the original pro¬ 
posal to accommodate 
the Heol-Y-Cyw chil¬ 
dren in the existing 
Pencoed Primary 
School on the grounds 
of overcrowding. 

There were also 
objections to the clo¬ 
sure because it would 
rip the heart out of the 
village, soon after the 
loss of the post office 
and would also jeopar¬ 
dise the future of the 
last shop in the village. 

Coun Alana Davies 
said that the cabinet 
recognised that a school 
occupies a special place 
in the hearts and minds 
of a community. 

She said: “This is a 
significant compromise 
in that it retains a 
school building within 
the village of Heol-Y- 
Cyw for the time being 
and minimises disrup¬ 
tion at Pencoed until we 
can provide a brand 
new school - which 
will provide a quality 
and stimulating envi¬ 
ronment for all pupils.” 

When the cabinet 
made its original deci¬ 
sion to consult on the 


possible closure of the 
school, rolls at Heol-Y- 
Cyw had been falling 
since January 2009, 
when there had been 66 
pupils in the school. 

At the moment, there 
are 37 on the roll plus 
six in the nursery with a 
further four due to join 
the nursery during the 
year. 

The school has suf¬ 
fered a drop in income 
because of the loss of 
pupils and it has been 
subsidised to the tune of 
£1,500 per pupil. 

Objections were 
lodged by 59 individual 
villagers and 292 
signed a circular letter. 
There was also a 500- 
strong petition oppos¬ 
ing the closure. 

The new proposal 
means that Heol-Y- 
Cyw will operate as an 
annexe of Pencoed 
Primary School and 
will be run by the 
Pencoed head and come 
under their governing 
body. 

The news has been 
welcomed by Coun 
Mike Newth, chairman 
of Coychurch Higher 
Community Council, 
vice-chairman of the 
action group. 

He said: “I think I 
speak for the entire 
community in saying 
that we are all delighted 
at the reprieve given to 
the school by the cabi¬ 
net. 

“The feeling in the 
village and surrounding 
area was strongly in 
favour of preserving the 
school. People were 
very supportive of the 
campaign and readily 
sent in letters and 
signed the petition.” 

Mr Newth said that 
there had been a stay of 
execution for three 
years and he felt this

was an opportunity for 
the community to 
rebuild the school in 
terms of pupil numbers. 

He said that when the 
time comes to consider 
transferring pupils to a 
new school at Pencoed, 
a very healthy cohort of 
Heol-Y-Cyw children 
could go forward. 

But he added that 
there may even be a 
case for keeping Heol- 
Y-Cyw as a separate 
school, if it had proved 
its viability. 

“This is a very valu¬ 
able breathing space 
that we have been given 
and it is up to residents 
to respond. I hope that 
people will now keep 
their children in the vil¬ 
lage school if at all pos¬ 
sible. 

“I feel that people 
had transferred their 
children because of the 
uncertainty about its 
future which has been 
hanging over our heads 
for several years.” 

Coun Alex Williams, 
who sits on Pencoed 
Town Council and 
chaired the action 
group, also welcomed 
the news. 

He said: “I am 
thrilled that the cam¬ 
paign to save the school 
has been successful. I 
am pleased that BCBC 
listened to the objec¬ 


tions which were raised 
by parents and resi¬ 
dents. 

“It is a testament to 
the hard work and dedi¬ 
cation of the parents 
and residents of Heol- 
Y-Cyw that the village 
will have a primary 
school at least until 
2014.” 

The council is to give 
top priority to building 
a new school to replace 
the buildings at both 
Pencoed and Heol-Y- 
Cyw and will apply for 
funding to the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 
The school will be built 
on part of the playing 
fields at Pencoed 
Primary. 

Ogmore AM Janice 
Gregory commented: 
“This is great news - a 
real victory for common 
sense. 

“When I met cabinet 
members last month, to 
express my own con¬ 
cerns and those of par¬ 
ents, governors and the 
wider community, I 
could see that they were 
very willing to listen to 
alternative views. 

“This announcement 
shows they were serious 
about consulting and I 
welcome the result. ”

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Food outlets will add up 
Scores on the Doors... 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council has 
signed up to the Scores on 
the Doors food hygiene 
scheme. 

Bridgend’s cabinet decided on 
Tuesday to join the Food 
Standards Agency’s Food 
Hygiene Rating Scheme which is 
designed to help people make 
informed choices about where to 
eat out. 

Food outlets like restaurants, 
takeaways and pubs are regularly 
inspected by food safety officers 
to ensure that their standards of 
hygiene meet legal requirements. 

These standards are rates on a 
scale ranging from zero, at the 
bottom end, which denotes that 
urgent improvements are 
required, through to five which is

the top rating and means very 
good. 

Each business will be given a 
sticker and a certificate which 
will proclaim what rating they got 
and they can display these at the 
entrance to their premises. 
Customers can see them easily 
and then decide whether to go in 
or not. 

However, it seems that there is 
no compulsion on traders to dis¬ 
play these stickers and those 
which get poor ratings may well 
decide not to do so. 

The ratings will also be listed 
on the FSA website at 
food.gov.uk/ratings. 

A report to members from 


Assistant Chief Executive 
Andrew Jolley said that the 
scheme should ensure that 
co sumers were able to make 
meaningful comparisons of 
hygiene ratings for establish¬ 
ments within each council area 
and across the country. 

The scheme also brings consis¬ 
tency to the process of inspection 
and ensures that each participat¬ 
ing local authority is operating the 
ratings scheme within the Food 
Standards Agency’s requirements. 

Businesses will be able to 
request a re-visit and re-inspec- 
tion in order to be re-scored after 
action has been taken to rectify 
any problems found in the origi¬ 
nal inspection. 

There is also an appeals 
process if businesses feel they 
have been treated unfairly.

INDECENT IMAGES OF CHILDREN 

Former Auditor 
General is facing 
a jail sentence 


THE former £170,000-a- 
year Auditor General for 
Wales has appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court and 
admitted possessing inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Jeremy Colman (62) who has 
a home in Dinas Powys but has 
recently been living near 
Peterborough, resigned from 
his job earlier this year. 

He admitted 14 offences in 
connection with possessing and 
making pornographic images of 
children between October 2008 
and January 2010. The number 


of images involved totalled 182. 

He has also admitted a 
charge of not disclosing a pass¬ 
word which would have 
enabled the police to access 
information on a USB memory 
stick. 

Judge Nicholas Cooke 
refused aplication by his barris¬ 
ter Wendy Hewitt to be granted 
bail and sentence was 
adjourned until November 19. 

Mrs Hewitt asked for 
Colman to be given conditional 
bail, as these were his first 
offences. She agreed that 
because of the nature of the 


offences, custody was almost 
inevitable but bail, she said, 
would have given him time “to 
put his house in order”. 

The judge expressed concern 
that when police seized comput¬ 
ers at Colman’s south Wales 
home, the hard drives were 
missing and he had also used a 
programme on his work com¬ 
puter to delete information 
from it. 

The judge said that if he 
granted bail, there were con¬ 
cerns that there would be delays 
before sentencing. 


Local woman recovering after 
suffering spinal injuries 


A local woman is recovering in the 
University Hospital of Wales from severe 
spinal injuries, after a fall at her house in 
Cowbridge. 

Judith Ricketts sustained the fall on October 24, 
and was rushed into the Princess of Wales Hospital, 
Bridgend. 

Her brother Dr John Rogers who lives in Cardiff, 
told The GEM: “My sister injured herself in a fall on 
the Sunday morning and tests in Bridgend revealed 
she had damaged vertebra in her neck, and had frac¬ 
tured ribs. 

“She was immediately transferred to the 
University Hospital of Wales, Cardiff, where she 
underwent emergency surgery the next day.” 

Dr Rogers said he had contacted The GEM so that 
her friends in Bridgend and Cowbridge would know 
what had happened. 

Judith worked as a teacher at Llansannor and 
Llanharry Church in Wales Primary School from 
1976 to 1985. 

She also worked as the deputy manageress at 
Tenovus in Cowbridge, finishing there last year. 


Warning over 
fireworks night! 


A BONFIRE night 
warning has been 
issued by Coun 
David Sage, Deputy

Council now 
fully-staffed 
in food safety 


BRIDGEND county 
borough council has 
a full complement 
of food safety offi¬ 
cers at present. 

This information was 
given to Coun David 
Unwin who asked how 
many staff are employed 
by the council on this 
work. 

He was told that there 
are 11 full-time and part- 
time officers. Last year, 
there were six - but as a 
result of Professor Hugh 
Pennington’s report fol¬ 
lowing the public inquiry 
into the E-coli outbreak 
at premises in Bridgend, 
which were under the 
supervision of the 
department, the number 


has been increased and a 
further three posts have 
been added. 

In the year 2009- 
2010, the council issued 
605 written warnings to 
the owners of food 
premises, with 68 
hygiene improvement 
notices. 

There were no emer¬ 
gency prohibitions and 
no prosecutions during 
this period. 

In the previous year, 
the council issued 554 
written warnings, 55 
hygiene improvement 
notices and three prohi¬ 
bition notices. 

They also prosecuted 
one takeaway premises, 
one public house and 
one mobile food seller. 


Campaign for more 
efficient government 


PLAID Assembly 
candidate for 
Bridgend, Tim 
Thomas, has 

launched the offi¬ 
cial ‘Yes’ campaign 
for further powers 
for the Assembly 
Government in the 
constituency. 

Members of all main 
political parties across 
Bridgend were invited 
and the event was organ¬ 
ised by Cymru Yfory. 

The campaign group 
will meet for a second 
time later this month, he 
reported. 

During the meeting, 
Mr Thomas said: “Now

powers for Wales. 

“Introducing proper 
law making powers for 
Wales would give us a 
simpler and more effi¬ 
cient government that 
would be able to better 
serve our communities 
and people. 

“The current system is 
at odds with Westminster 
and is bogged down with 
political bureaucracy 
and process. 

In addition, the All 
Wales Convention has 
reported that the propos¬ 
al would save the 
Assembly £1.98m a 
year,” Mr Thomas con¬ 
cluded.

tograph was of the Royal 
Irish Rifles and not of 
the Middlesex. 

James replied with 
good grace: “This casts 
doubt on whether it is 
indeed him but at the 
very least, the photo 
gives a flavour of the 
horrendous conditions 
that the Footballers’ 
Battalion had to suffer.” 

And he was right of 
course. The horrors of 
trench warfare are 
almost unimaginable. 

A memorial was 
recently unveiled to the 
battalion at Longueval, 
the scene of their fight¬ 
ing on the Somme, the 
fundraising campaign 
being led by that former 
great Cardiff City for¬ 
ward Phil Stant - him¬ 
self a veteran of the 
Falklands War in 1982. 

It brought to mind the 
local footballers who 
also served in the Great 
War of 1914-18 and, 
some would argue, its 
continuation in 1939-45. 

A number of Barry 
men were killed while 
serving with the 8th 
Battalion Rifle Brigade 
on July 30, 1915 at the 
end of the Second Battle 
of Ypres. 

Around the village of 
Hooge was a salient jut¬ 


ting into the British line. 
It was captured by the 
British who blew a huge 
mine under the German 
defences, leaving a 
crater. 

In the early hours of 
July 30, men of the 8th 
Bn were holding the area 
around this crater when 
the Germans launched a 
huge attack to win back 
the lost ground. 

A violent artillery bar¬ 
rage was followed by 
hordes of enemy storm 
troopers using 
flamethrowers for the 
first time. 

This ‘liquid fire’ 
spurted from the canis¬ 
ters on the backs of care- 
fully-selected troops, 
creating havoc and forc¬ 
ing the British to with¬ 
draw. 

One eyewitness was 
Rifleman Harry 
Tuxworth of 24 
Sydenham Street in 
Barry, who wrote home 
to his parents describing 
the attack: “It started at 
about three o’clock in 
the morning when the 
Germans commenced 
sending ‘liquid fire’ at 
us. We have lost all our 
officers and my pals 
have all been killed or 
wounded.” 

Another survivor 
described what hap¬ 
pened: “There was a 
sudden hissing sound 
and a bright crimson 
glare over the crater 
turned the whole scene 
red. 

“As I looked, I saw 
three or four distinct jets 
of flame - like a line of 
powerful fire-hoses 
spraying fire instead of 
water - shoot across my 
fire-trench. There was a 
terrific explosion and 


almost immediately 
afterwards one of my 
men, with blood running 
down his face, stumbled 
into me, coming from 
the direction of the 
crater.” 

The Barry men killed 
as a result of this action 
were: Riflemen Harry 
Bonney, Arthur Edward 
Gaisford, Thomas 
Hartrey and Walter 
Sinfield. A prominent 
local footballer, Cardiff 
City were interested in 
signing Harry ‘Titch’ 
Bonney before he enlist¬ 
ed at the start of the War. 

One of only two 
Barry men to win the 
Distinguished Service 
Order during the First 
World War was Major 
(acting Lieutenant 
Colonel) Evan Thomas 
Rees of the 10th 
Battalion of the South 
Wales Borderers, who 
was gazetted in June 
1918. 

He had won the 
Military Cross in 
January 1917 for ‘valour 
while fighting with his 
regiment in France’ 
while a temporary cap¬ 
tain. 

An assistant master at 
Cadoxton School before 
the war, he was married 
to an assistant mistress 
at Hannah Street School 
and lived at Dovey 
House, Woodlands 
Road, Barry Dock. 

He was a prominent 
local footballer and 
coached the school’s 
football team as well. 
Rees had enlisted in the 
Army as a private and 
after a course of training 
at Sandringham he was 
appointed to a commis¬ 
sion, obtaining his cap¬ 
taincy and majority in 
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Welsh

rapid succession. 

In December 1917, 
Rees was promoted to 
Lieutenant Colonel, 
gazetted to the command 
of the 7th Battalion 
Norfolk Regiment and 
was mentioned by 
General Haig in his dis¬ 
patches. 

Rees was taken pris¬ 
oner by the Germans 
during their spring 
offensive of 1918. He 
remains Barry’s most 
highly decorated soldier, 
having already won the 
Military Cross. 

Major James M 
Wightman, East Surrey 
Regiment, who cap¬ 
tained the Barry Town 
football team in the 
1913-14 season, died on 
April 1 of wounds 
received in action in 
France. He was killed by 
a defective bomb 
(grenade), which burst 
prematurely on March 
11 . 

Wightman does not 
seem to have lived in 
Barry and is not com¬ 
memorated on any local 
memorials. He has the 
unwelcome distinction 
of being the first Barry 
player ever to be sent off 
when he hit a Newport 
County player just 
before the final whistle 
in February 1914. 

Wightman won the 
Distinguished Service 
Order and the Military 
Cross. He was awarded 
the MC in November 
1916. His citation read: 
“For conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry in action. He led a 
bombing party with 
great courage and deter¬ 
mination, and repulsed 
the enemy. He acted as 
leading thrower, and 
threw bombs continu¬ 
ously for two hours. He 
has previously done fine 
work.” 

This action took place 
during the fighting 
around the Schwaben 
Redoubt on Thiepval 
Ridge in September 
1916 during the Battle of 
the Somme. 

On the first day of the 
battle, July 1,1916, the 
8th Bn. East Surreys 
attacked at Montauban, 
and to encourage the 
men forward, two foot¬ 
balls were kicked out 
into no man’s land to 
advance the attack. 

Wightman was men¬ 
tioned in Haig’s dispatch 
of April 7, 1918 and was 


awarded the DSO in 
June 1918 for his brav¬ 
ery near Arras during the 
opening phase of the 
German Spring 
Offensive of that year. 

Local footballers also 
gave brave service to 
their country during the 
Second World War. 

An enormous number 
of vessels sailed around 
the coast of Britain and 
across the Atlantic dur¬ 
ing the Second World 
War in order to feed the 
population and to keep 
the war effort going. 

Hundreds of local 
men were lost aboard 
these merchant ships, the 
victims of u-boat, fighter 
or surface vessel attacks. 
Many ships struck mines 
and sank, some were lost 
without trace, the weath¬ 
er being an unpre¬ 
dictable enemy. 

Albert Briffett was the 
Third Engineering 
Officer aboard the SS 
Araby when it hit an 
acoustic mine in the 
Thames Estuary two 
days after Christmas in 
1940. He was 28 years 
of age; he played in goal 
for the Barry Suburb 
Football Club and crick¬ 
et for Barry Athletic 
Club. He is remembered 
on the Tower Hill 
Memorial. 

Private James Thomas 
Hudd of Hywel Crescent 
in Barry was part of the 
2nd (Airborne) Battalion 
of the Oxford and 
Buckinghamshire Light 
Infantry. He had joined 
the army in 1934 at the 
age of 15, having con¬ 
vinced the recruiting 
officer that he was 18. 

As a schoolboy he 
had been chosen to play 
in goal for Wales against 
England in the 1932 
Schoolboy International 
held at Jenner Park. 

He had served in 
India for five years, win¬ 
ning no fewer than 12 
silver cups for his 
exploits in football and 
running. Known as ‘Ike’, 
he was married with a 
son. 

The Ox and Bucks 
Airborne Troops had dis¬ 
tinguished themselves 
just before the D-Day 
landings when they had 
captured Pegasus and 
Horsa Bridges over the 
Caen Canal and Orne 
River. 

Led by Major John 
Howard, they had landed 


right next to their objec¬ 
tives at 12.06 am on 
June 6, 1944. They were 
the first allied troops to 
land in France and with¬ 
in 10 minutes had taken 
both bridges for the loss 
of just two men. 

The Germans 
launched several count¬ 
er-attacks in an attempt 
to re-take the bridges, 
without success. Later in 
the day, the rest of the 
2nd Ox and Bucks 
arrived to relieve the 
first group. 

In early September, 
the battalion was with¬ 
drawn to the UK to refit 
and reorganise. Of the 
original 181 men, only 
40 remained fit for duty. 
In December, they were 
sent back to France to 
help take part in the 
defence of the German 
attack in the Ardennes - 
the ‘Battle of the Bulge’. 

On March 24, 1945, 
James was part of 
Operation Varsity, the 
crossing of the Rhine: 
1,572 planes towing 
1,326 gliders took part 
in the largest airborne 


assault in history. 

He landed in a glider 
again but this time the 
Germans were ready and 
met the assaulting 
British troops with fero¬ 
cious fire, causing hun¬ 
dreds of casualties. 

James Hudd was 
killed, aged 26, during 
this action and is buried 
in the Reichswald Forest 
War Cemetery in 
Germany. 

So if you are watch¬ 
ing or playing football 
this weekend, spare a 
moment to remember the 
local footballers who 
served during the two 
world wars of the last 
century, some of whom 
did not return to play 
another season.

Macabre black comedy 
fails to hit the heights 


O NE of the 
pre-eminent 
film direc¬ 
tors of the late 1970s 
and early 1980s, 
John Landis, has 
pretty much fallen 
off the radar as of 
late. 

Renowned for the likes 
of An American 
Werewolf in London, 
Animal House and The 
Blues Brothers, Landis 
carved out a successful 
reputation making enter¬ 
taining and bankable 
films. 

However, since his 
last sizeable commercial 
hit, Beverly Hills Cop 3, 
Landis has retreated from 
the front line of filmmak¬ 
ing, preferring instead to 
concentrate on producing 
work. The lure of stand¬ 
ing behind the camera 
has obviously been too 
much for Landis, as he 
takes the reins of the 
blackly comic tale, Burke 
and Hare. 

Based on real life 
events, the story tells of 
William Burke (Simon 
Pegg) and William Hare 
(Andy Serkis), two men 
who are struggling to eke 
out a living in 19th cen¬ 
tury Scotland. 

When they make 
money delivering the 
corpse of a tenant to Dr 
Knox (Tom Wilkinson), 
they discover there is 
money to be made in the 
dead, and soon the pair 
find themselves resorting 
to nefarious means to 
procure the corpses - 
with the arm of the law 
not far behind them... 

Burke and Hare is a 
big film, in the sense that 
it is an opportunity for 


John Landis to show that 
he is better than his later 
works, particularly the 
absolutely woeful Blues 
Brothers 2000, and is 
able to recapture the elan 
that made films such as 
the aforementioned 
Animal House and An 
American Werewolf... 
such wonderful pieces of 
filmmaking. 

Sadly, although 

nowhere near the abomi¬ 
nation of Blues Brothers 
2000, Burke and Hare is 
a film that compares less 
than favourably to his 
high points, and on its 
own terms is nothing 
more than a serviceable 
90 minutes of cinema. 

Landis has always 
been able to marry with 
sufficient style broad 
comedy and horror, his 
mix of farce with gallows 
humour providing the 
template for many a hor¬ 
ror film, who enjoys 
placing its tongue firmly 
in cheek - so he is hardly 
stomping on fresh 
ground with this story. 

Given previous 
tellings of the tale on film 
have been serious affairs, 
the approach, with 
Landis at the helm, is 
refreshing and different, 
but sadly the execution 
of it is lacking. 

Behind the camera, 
Landis lenses 19th centu¬ 
ry Scotland with a nice 
eye for detail and shows 
that his eye for comedic 
set-pieces, and indeed a 
few frighteners, hasn’t 
waned. 

However, Landis 
doesn’t truly bring the 
film to life, the muted 
colours lending an ambi¬ 
ence and the camera 
doing its best to set up 
jokes - but all that feels a 


touch perfunctory and 
lifeless, with none of the 
director’s energy coming 
through onto the screen. 

Of course, he works as 
well as he can with a 
script that is very good at 
delving into the history 
of the story, but not so 
good at delivering much 
in the way of broad 
humour. 

Given that screenwrit¬ 
ers Nick Moorcroft and 
Piers Ashworth have a 
CV that is littered with 
cinematic clunkers such 
as Goal 3 and St 
Trinians, it is hardly sur¬ 
prising that the humour 
isn’t punchier, the gener¬ 
al tone being dark farce 
that suits the needs of the 
story but feels a touch too 
forced at times. 

Often the punchlines 
feel dragged out or don’t 
quite work, while the 
comedy deriving from 
the titular pair’s actions 
often loses its dark tone 
and becomes a bit too 
farcical. 

There are a few clever 
little touches on show - a 
nod to Greyfriar’s Bobby 
being the most enjoyable, 
with some nice nods and 
winks - but it seems to 
dance around, rather than 
focus on, the main narra¬ 
tive thrust, resulting in an 
uneven screenplay. 

As the main protago¬ 
nists, neither Simon Pegg 
or Andy Serkis seem to 
really push themselves, 
but nor do they disgrace 
themselves, their per¬ 
formances, like the film 
as a whole, very much 
mundane and only alight¬ 
ing occasionally. The 
former brings his like- 
ability to the role, mak¬ 
ing Burke the more 
appealing of the two 


characters, an innocent 
whose journey to the 
dark side is tempered by 
love and the persuasive¬ 
ness of his partner. 

Pegg plays the come¬ 
dy well, but there is little 
else to the character, and 
while the actor is perfect¬ 
ly comfortable, there is 
little substance. 

The same can be said 
of Andy Serkis, whose 
turn is funny yet with a 
hint of horror in his eyes. 
Again, much like Pegg, 
his turn is fine yet does¬ 
n’t strike the heights, and 
the actor seems occasion¬ 
ally ill at ease with the 
more farcical moments 
of comedy - though it is 
a pleasure to see him on 
the screen as himself, 
rather than as a CGI cre¬ 
ation. 

Alongside the main 
two, Isla Fisher is com¬ 
petent but less than 
sparkling as the woman 
who takes Burke’s heart, 
the actress not being 
given full opportunity to 
show her comedic 
skills,.while the rest of 
the cast make for a 
‘who’s who’ of cinematic 
and small screen talent. 

The likes of Jessica 
Hynes, Tom Wilkinson, 
Ronnie Corbett, Tim 
Curry and Christopher 
Lee all pop up in a vari¬ 
ety of guises with vary¬ 
ing degress of success 
and screentime. 

Even Michael Winner, 
a man who as a director 
makes for a very good 
insurance salesman, pops 
up in perhaps the most 
peculiar cameo in recent 
memory - a sign of John 
Landis’ ability to procure 
talent (and Michael 
Winner). 

However, for all the

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REST BAY PROTEST MEETING OPPOSES 
AIR SEA RESCUE COST CUTTING PLANS

THE campaign to 
keep air sea rescue 
helicopters flying 
from RAF 
Chivenor on a 24- 
hour basis gath¬ 
ered pace last 
weekend when 
Rest Bay in 
Porthcawl was the 
venue for a protest 
meeting. 

The campaign has 
gathered momentum 
since Coun Sean Aspey, 
of Porthcawl Town 
Council, made contact 
with the Mayor of 
Ilfracombe, Coun Bob 
Thompson. 

Both regarded the 
proposal to make RAF 
Chivenor a 12-hour air 
sea rescue base as tak¬ 
ing an unnecessary 
risk, because night time 
cover would need to 
come from RAF Valley 
in north wales, or RAF 
Culdrose in Cornwall. 

Since then, they 
have had support from 
town and community 
councils from Penarth 
to Haverfordwest (on 
the Welsh side of the 
channel) and a similar 
breadth of support on 
the English side. 

Support has also 
come from Welsh MPs 
and AMs. 

It was also notice¬ 
able that a number of 
mountain rescue groups 
travelled to Porthcawl 
to join the protest, 
because the helicopters 
are a vital to rescue 
work in remote moun¬ 
tain areas. 

The meeting was 
addressed by Coun 
Sean Aspey, who gave 
the introductory 
remarks. 

Next to speak was 
the Mayor of 
Porthcawl, Coun Mary 
Emment-Lewis, who 
spoke about the speed 
of response that 
Porthcawl gets from 
Chivenor, and about 
her concerns that a 


longer response time 
could lead to tragedy. 

She also called for a 
minute’s silence for 
Shady Reed, the 14- 
year-old local boy who 
died when swept away 
by heavy waves. 

She remarked that 
the helicopter had 
arrived to help with the 
search in just 20 min¬ 
utes, whereas it would 
have taken more than 
an hour to get to 
Porthcawl from the 
other two bases. 

The was followed by 
the mayor of 
Ilfracombe, Coun Bob 
Thompson, and the 
final public speech 
came from Bridgend 
MP Madeleine Moon. 

Vale of Glamorgan 
MP Alun Cairns said he 
was giving his full sup¬ 
port to the fight to keep 
the Chivenor air-sea 
rescue helicopter serv¬ 
ice on a 24 hour foot¬ 
ing, because of its 
importance to the 
whole of South Wales. 

He said: “Plans to 
switch it to a day time 
only service are worry¬ 
ing. 

“Chivenor is the 
busiest of the RAF sta¬ 
tions and serves a very 
wide area including the 
West Country, as well 
as south and mid 
Wales. 

Speaking after the 
event, Coun Sean 
Aspey said that the 
protest had achieved its 
aims. He said: “We 
wanted to raise the pro¬ 
file of the campaign on 
this side of the channel. 

“The protest was 
featured prominently 
on both the BBC and 
ITV news that night, 
and we put the message 
across forcefully.” 

He added: “There 
were representatives 
from every borough 
along the south Wales 
coast, and I was partic¬ 
ularly pleased to see so 
many mountain rescue 
teams there.”

Town council plan for new play area

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13th South Wales Regional Schools cross-country championships for boys Trelai Park, Cardiff 


Boys from the borough excel at meeting 


FOUR boys from 
Bridgend county 
borough claimed 
individual medals at 
the 13th South 
Wales Regional 
schools’ cross-coun¬ 
try championships, 
held in dry but 
windy conditions at 
Cardiff’s Trelai 
Park last week. 

The opening race of 
the day, the ul5 section 
for years 9 and 10, turned 
into a head to head 
between year-10 James 
Hunt (Brynteg) and 
Lewis Jones (Maesteg, 
year 9). After 16 thrilling 
minutes, it was the expe¬ 
rience of Hunt which 
tipped the balance as he 
came home first by six 
seconds from silver 
medallist Jones. 

Because the number of 
competitors taking part 
in the second race - the 
under-13 for years 7 and 
8 - are usually the 
biggest of the three races, 
medals are awarded to 
the first eight finishers. 
This year, there were 255 
finishers, and year-8 
Danyaal Mohamed 
(Bryntirion) was the top 
placed Bridgend county 
pupil, finishing seventh. 

With the 2009 champi¬ 
on, Alex Edwards (Lewis 
School, year-13), unable 
to defend his title 
because of a hand injury, 
the senior race - for 
pupils in years 11 to 14 - 
proved to be almost a 
training run for Morgan 
Davies. 

The Porthcawl year-12 
pupil has made impres¬ 
sive progress in the last 
12 months since he fin¬ 
ished second to Edwards 
at this event. 

At Welsh Schools’ 
level, he won the ul7 
national cross-country 
and the ul7 3000 metres, 
and has competed at the 
Aviva SIAB cross-coun¬ 


try and track and field 
internationals, and at the 
Virgin Mini London 
Marathon. At this event, 
he had a gun-to-tape vic¬ 
tory, finishing clear of a 
number of talented boys. 

If the individual medal 
haul was encouraging, 
the situation in the team 
competitions was dire, 
with only Porthcawl, St 
Clare’s and YG 
Llangynwyd completing 
teams. 

The sum total of boys 
representing Brynteg, 
Bryntirion and Maesteg 
was seven, while there 
were no entries from 
Archbishop McGrath, 
Cynffig, Ogmore, 

Pencoed or Ynysawdre. 
Given that there are rep¬ 
resentative opportunities 
at Glamorgan Valleys 
Schools and South Wales 
regional levels, plus 
international honours to 
be gained at Welsh 
Schools’ levels, it seems 
that a significant number 
of Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough schools have little 
or no interest in provid¬ 
ing their pupils with the 
opportunities available at 
cross-country. 

The next major 
schools’ cross-country 
fixture is the South Wales 
Regional Schools cross¬ 
country championships 
for girls, which was held 
at Trelai Park on the first 
Tuesday after half-term, 
November 2. 

The last major 
schools’ event of the term 
is the 34th Welsh Schools 
Inter Schools champi¬ 
onships, which will be 
held at Brecon on 
Saturday, November 20.

Codings was still the 
man to beat as he took 
two wins and a second 
in the three heats.

Although he then had to

tory and the Dragon 
Challenge crown. 

Evans’ demise pro¬ 
moted Paul Saunders to 
second and Steve 
Griffiths to third, ahead 
of novice Stuart Davies, 
who had claimed third 
on heat one following 
another Evans DNF. 

A 16-strong Senior 
Rotax field again provid¬ 
ed a fine spectacle to 
round out the day and, 


amid some controversy, 
saw a change on top of 
the podium. The heat 
wins were split between 
Liam Revell, Chris 
Davis and Dan Jones, 
but Davis’ strong form 
in each race secured him 
pole for the final. He led 
Revell early on, but 
Jones was on a charge, 
and his rise through the 
pack eventually led to a 
coming together on lap 
five which sidelined the 
leader.

NOT, WALES MUST 
TAKE THE CHANCE 
TO MAKE A POINT 

BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don John 


S O IT BEGINS...the 
long and winding 
road that starts 
with the four autumn 
internationals in Cardiff 
and leads to Rugby 
World Cup 2011, in the 
far distant land of the 
long white cloud. 

First test for Wales against 
the southern hemisphere 
giants on Saturday, sees 
Australia return to the 
Millennium Stadium - 
where less than a year ago 
they brought a confident 
Welsh side crashing down to 
earth with an emphatic 33- 
12 victory - their 18th in 29 
meetings between the two 
nations. 

Wales have won 10 with 
one match drawn since that 
inaugural tour day on 
December 12,1908, when 
the first Wallaby tourists 
(who bizarrely won the 
rugby gold medal in the 
London Olympics that year 
against the only other 
entrants, Cornwall - repre¬ 
senting Great Britain!) were 
edged out 9-6 in Cardiff. 

The intervening years 
have seen Australia emerge 
as one of the acknowledged 
top three super powers of 
world rugby, while Wales 
slipped off the global 
pedestal into two decades of 
relative decline, before final¬ 
ly beginning a slow renais¬ 
sance, ironically under a 
succession of southern hemi¬ 
sphere coaches. 

While nine Australian 
wins in a row between 1991- 
2003 clearly emphasised the 
wide gap that had opened 
up between the two sides, 
Wales have nevertheless 
proved capable of confound¬ 
ing the form book on some 
notable occasions - such as 


the World Cup third place 
play-off in 1987 and in the 
two Grand Slam years, 2005 
and 2008. 

These rare triumphs, plus 
the Wallabies’ current team¬ 
restructuring as they build 
towards the next World Cup 
under their Kiwi coach, 
Robbie Deans, have made 
them appear a little more 
vulnerable recently (particu¬ 
larly up front); and will 
have fanned familiar Welsh 
expectations for Saturday’s 
last encounter before they 
meet again Down Under. 

However, Australia’s four 
defence-splitting tries in 
their stunning 26-24 victory 
over New Zealand last week¬ 
end will be a sobering 
reminder to the Welsh camp, 
not least their own Kiwi 
head coach, Warren 
Gatland, not to expect a less 
than taxing opening to their 
confrontation with the 
southern hemisphere’s big 
three! 

How Gatland and defence 
coach Shaun Edwards mar¬ 
shal their forces to meet a 
potent attacking threat that 
tore the formidable All 
Blacks apart, will be a key 
pointer, not only to the out¬ 
come of the match itself, but 
also in assessing the overall 
success of the four-match 
autumn series in terms of 
Welsh World Cup planning. 

The revised composition of 
the injury-hit team, due to 
be announced today 
(Thursday) may give an 
indication of the tactics to be 
employed. 

Will Wales enter into a 
muscular arm wrestle up 
front, aiming to keep posses¬ 
sion and expose a supposed 
forward frailty - in that 
overworked jargon so 
beloved of TV pundits, 


‘going through the phases ’? 

Or will the plan be to opt 
for quick ball from the out¬ 
set, relying on Welsh attack¬ 
ing strengths, speed of hand 
and foot, to open up an 
arguably less than solid 
defence that leaked three 
tries against the All Blacks? 

Wales now have robustly- 
competitive forwards emi¬ 
nently capable of supplying 
good, controlled ball from 
both the set-piece and loose 
- but all then depends on a 
rapid transfer at half back 
to give talented three quar¬ 
ters those vital extra seconds 
they need to take advantage. 

If pace rather than raw 
power is to be key to the 
Welsh game plan, the ability 
of the scrum half to whip the 
ball out to the backline with 
the minimum of delay, in an 
instant reflex action ( a la 
the great Gareth Edwards 
or Robert Jones) is para¬ 
mount. 

Thus much may depend 
on Mike Phillips, should he, 
as expected, be handed this 
crucial responsibility. 

Some argue that Welsh 
performance in this autumn 
campaign is more important 
than the result - and maybe 
so if viewed as the ‘phoney 
war’ before the real battle is 
joined in the Rugby World 
Cup. 

However, this should be 
weighed against the psycho¬ 
logical boost to Welsh squad 
morale of a priceless victory, 
particularly against south¬ 
ern hemisphere opponents 
who will be first up in New 
Zealand next year. 

It is a chance to make a 
point and what better way to 
mark the 30th international 
encounter between the 
Dragon and the Wallaby? j
